Sates porte being virtualiy 
atwo week.’ supply; in these circum- 
etances there ix likely te he some little 
Aifficulty in clearing out the consignment 
at prices satistactory to the consignors, 
but they hive every confidence in the 
quality of the stock being such as to com- 
mand within a trifle per pound of the rates 
current for best American bullocks, Local 
Buyers hive not as yet invested ia them, 
their projodice against. thom—except ut a 
erice—being strong.—Values for this clase 
ef stock ure not therefore expected to yield 
ever 2s 10d. per stone of 8 Ibs., und as 
thep would hardly “sink” Sd per lb, 
their relative value may be put at 43d.

T. Warle Hodges, secretary of the Com- 
pany, went through the laire on Monday, 
an] expresged themselves satisfied on the 
whole with what they saw, From the ac- 
counts ‘clegraphed to the prees from 
Queenstown respecting the voyage of the 
Canopus, they were under the impression 
that the stock were all so seriously knock- 
ed about us to be almost unealeable—a 
very erroneous impression, Lord Lathom 
again visited the lairs on Tuesday, when 
hee had an opportunity of seeing « pumber 
et the cattle dressed in the carcase prior 
te being forwarded to London marxet. 

In connection with the Canopus ship- 
ment. we are informed that the owners of 


the depressed state of the cattle trade, It 
publishes the following cable :—'"The 
British cattle markets have undergone 
serious depression and further shrinkage 
in values has taken place, the decline 
being about half aceot per pound. Oar 
cables today were weak at the decline aud 
reported trade bad. There bave been 
heavy receipte from Canada and the States, 
which, together with «a fair supply from 
other points, hue resulted in weak and 
lower markets, without stimulating the 
demaad. At Liverpool today there were 
liberal supplies, and as the demand was 
weak and irregular, trade dragyed slow- 
ly at the decline, Prime Canadian ste ra 
were at Ile, good to cheice at 10%¢c. poor 
to medium at 94¢c, and inferior and 
bulls at 7e@S8tgc."" In a review of the 
Montreal trade, our Montreal contem- 
porary shows that upwards of 1000 head 
of cattle had been shipped the previous 
week, more than during any corresponding 
week inthe preceding ten years. The 
Gazette also publishes « letter on the cat- 
tle question from its Liverpool correapond- 
ent. The correspondent under date Jct. 
13th writea :—''Since cabling you on Mon- 
day the duii character of trade has not 
undergone much chanyr, and business at 
the later marke's for all classes of stock 
below the beat is +ii\l very weak. Much 
of the extra suppli-s referred to in my 
fast have been forced off in order to make 
room for the fresh arriyalx, but notwiti- 
standing this, it 1 doubrful whether we 
shall see auy improvement next week, 
The ranch cattle ex-Canapusf were bandied 
at Wallasey, most of the stock going to 
Tondon. Local huyera speculated but 
lightly in the Nor'westers, fearing they 
would be badiy bruise! after their heavy 
and tedious voyage Au opportunity was 
kindly afforded me of seeing these cattle, 
and personally [ cun report favorably both 


ov their appearance and quality, Keep- 
ing in view the fact that they were nine- 
teen days on the steamer, and refased to 


eat the meal, they landed not so bad at 
ali. Many of them were fine big, well- 
fleshed animate, and had every appearance 
of cattle well) grown and naturally 
matured, Lt wana mistuke, hewever, to 
aend such a number of cows «nd heifers— 
about sixty; these don't travel ao well as 
bullocks, and, frum a «zlesmin's point of 
view, are not so readily disposed of, 
Those of them killed exhibited the same 
hign, grassy color complained ef last 
year and which seems to prejudice buyers 
somuich against them. This cannot be 
avoided, at least not in cattle raised on 
western prairies, being due to certain 
properties inherent in wild grasers, but 
while thus coloring the flesh, I believe it 
imparts a peculiarly delicate flavor to the 
meat, much appreciated by those ac- 
customed to it, Whether our eastern 
palates can ‘ee éducated to admire this 
flaver is a question |] camnot answer, but 
certainly the appearance of the meat is 
considered bad by the trade here, In the 
matter of price, | am informed that so far 
the sules are unsatisfactory, probably 
averaging 0c per Ib, the carcasses 
yielding off and on about 84¢c@8%{c. To 
thee interested in ranching stock, I 
would commend to their notice, the ad- 
visability of sending smaller consign- 
ments, and also that greater care should 
be shown in their selection, To rush 
about 500 head of cows, heifers and steers 
on one boat is rather injudicious at thie 
time of the yenr, when the native and con- 
tinental supplies, as a rule, are at their 
strongest.

Matrimonial Regulations ef Wild Horses, 
Denver Republican. 

So much has been written of the horses 
of tie plaine, which, foaled upon the dew- 
kissed graves of the prairie, huvenever known 
a halter or the touch of a man's hand, that 
descriptive reference to their fleetness: 
watiness and of ten times their grace‘ul 
veauty—particularly among the stallions 
—would at this day lack interest. But 
one curious fact.is known but to few aside 
from those who have followed them for 
hundreds of miles and studied their habits 


closely. If there are enough inthe band 
these animale group in thirteens, With 
«very «tailion there are 12> mares, What 


becownes of the weaker male whom the 
stronger fights away—whether they bide 
their time to gét the quota of females, or, 
in the despondency of equine bachelor- 
hood, or go off alone and starve themselves 
—is not known. The matrimonial regu- 
lations of the wild horses, however thin 
may be, allow to each mule 12 consorts, 
and the remarkable feature is, no more. 
hey draw the line atan even dozen, 
Even whenthe bands that roamed these 
great plains, then tenantlessexcept by other 
wild creatures, woulda number in the hun- 
dreds and more than a thousand, this 
peculiar division into families was plainly 
noticeable. They kept a little apart and 
never voluntarily mingied. Only when 
driven together by some common danyer 
would they raw ina mass, wnd then not 
long. So the catchers know that it) wae 
well nigh useless for one or even two mer 
to endeavor to wet more than the 13 of one 
of these curious families at a time. 
Faets About Texas Fever. 

The teat to determine the contayious 
nature of Texas fever bas been vigorously 
prosecuted util the present time, and it 


has just been, conclusively proven that 
natives will contract the disease 
through contact with ‘Texas cattle. 


About a month «goa number of healthy 
natives were placed in a pen at the stock 
yards with catle >from Texae which had 
the fever, anil while the opion was soon 
voiced that the disease bad become con- 
tagions, thet. ver in the afflicted nutiyes 
wis aliowed to progress until Friday of 
thie week, Wiey were then slaughtered 
and carefully examined by several veterin- 
arians, who stute that ‘they found un- 
mintakable evidences of fever. ‘The blad- 
der of each animal contained unhealthy 
secretions, infliusmation was apparent in 
the kidneyson a :bigh degree, gangreene 
had set in, and. both spken and stomach 
were enlarged; and diseased. This ex- 
plodes the theary held by some thut « 
period of at least forty days must ensue, 
for expoure, before the fever is mani- 
feasted. In conyersation with old time 
caltlemen the belief is stated that the 
disease is generally contracted by eating 
from the same pens or hay racke with 
Texans, or perhaps on the same pastu- 
rage, holding that the virus is contained 
in the secretions of the mouth. An actu- 
al experience was reported: ‘I'wo drover 
of nativesin transit from one point to 
another were treated in exactly the same 
manner with a single exception ; one lot 


was unloaded ata feeding station und 
temporarily placed in « pen and given a 
portion of hay where ‘l'exas cattle had re- 
cently been fed. The animals in this 
drove took the fever, with the subsequent 
death of a namber thereof, while the 
other bunch, which were prootenlly the 
same cattle, escaped unscathed. There is 
a grain of comfort in knowing that with 
the advent of frost the disease disappears 
each year,—Watson in National Stock- 
man. 
The Horse Disease in Montana, 

Helena, (Mont.,) Journal: The un- 
named and undiagnosed horse disease is 
atill abroad in several counties. though not 
as extensive or ax fatal as heretofore, It is 
stated that Jerry Matthews, of the Warm 
Springs. recently lost three valuable ani- 
male by the disease, anc Ira DeLong, of 
West Gallatin. during the past few weeks, 
lost an excellent span of horses.

Two Bleods Fell. 

Winmrpse 27.—The Call publishes the 
following special from Morley Alberta :— 
A band of Stonys returned teday trom 
hunting. The band conmsted of eight 
lodges, with Chief Chiniki. While 
travelling between Sheey Creek and High 
River last Monday one of their number, 
named Hector, was behind the party some 
distance, and was accosted ty some Bloods, 
whe wanted bum to. smoke with them. 
This he refesed to do, as it necessitated 
him putting dowa hie rifle. Upon this 
the Bloods started firing, and he retarned 
their fire thirteen times. He was then 


shot in the thigh, and bereg unable to 
fight any longer, he rode after the baed. 
The same evening. after the stonies bad 
camped, the Bloods again came apen 
them and firing, shot a Stoney named 
Suey in the breast. The Stonies reterning 
their fire drove them off. Both Stonies arr 
doing well. Tne Stonies are very reticent 
about atating the naomber of Bloode they 
wounded. They admit having killed one, 
but will say nothing further as yet. It ie 
thought that they have killed or wounded 
mere, as they are all armed with first clase 
rifles and are remarkably good shots. 
There ie ro doubt that the Blonds started 
the quarrel, as the Stoney Indians are not 
quarreleome, and, being partly civilized, 
understand that any complaint they make 
to the police will always be enquired into. 

More y, 20.-Chief Ubinikey has arrived 
and reported having seen two Bloods fall 
in the engagement last Monday, and 
thinka morc were injured. He says he 
recived a report of a party of Bloods being 
on the war path heading this way. ‘The 
mounted police are endeavoring to gut 
trace of the muranding party of Bloods, 

Tne fracas between the Stoney Indians 
and the Bloods which caused such w senea- 
tion on Saturday, turns out to be not near- 
ly 80 serious ne rumors bud it at first. Col. 
Herchmer informed a Hxnaup reporter 
that so far as the authorities know now, 
there was only one Indian wounded, which 
was by «shot frota one of the Bloods, which 
took effect in his thigh, The Stonies bad 
26 horses stolen from Morley some time 
ago a number of the tribe went in pursnit 
of them, finding some of them in the region 
of Pincher Creek». ld Man's River. 
Chey informed che nearest N. W. M, P. 
station in that part, but the officer wana 
little doubtful about ordering a surrender 
of the horses on the information given, 
and some altercation took place between 
the Bloods and Stonies, when one of the 
Bloods discharged a rifle, wounding a 
Stoney Indian. The Stoney returaed fire 
with hie winchester, but it is not known 
that there was any further killing or 
wounding. The Stonies left the district 
and returned to Morely, tie wounded man 
laying an informatiod before David Mc- 
Dougall, J. P. Inthe meantime Colonel 
Herchmer hae xent down men to enquire 
as to which of the Blood Indians are absent 
from their reserve, The Stonies are afraid 
thatthe Bloods might eurprise a small 
party of the former who are camped at the 
Crows Nest, hunting, and haye requested 
that their triba! brethren be advised of 
what has taken piace, The Colonel hae 
consentel to have the Stonies at Crows 
Nest posted. He turther says that he does 
not think the whole fuse will amount to 
an: thing; touse his own words, ‘there is 
nothing.”’

ed his hearers that it afforded him great 
pleasure and gratification, and he wouid 
look upon it as an honor conferred upon 
hiin, to assiat in opening the exhibicion. 
He had alway taken # great interest in 
agricultural pursuits, and had attended a

Srr,~It is surprising to many that the 
citizens of the town lovk stoically and 
passively without resietance upon the C P. 
R. hteralty blocking up our highways and

MAGNIFICENT MODERATION, 


The First Lord ef the Treasury's Des- 
eription of Canada’s Attitude To- 
wards the U, 8. 

The London Cauadian Gazette gives the 
following extract from a report of a speech 
delivered at Gloucester by Hon. W. H. 
Simith. First Lord of the Treasury:—‘‘If I 
talk of the abilities of the Colonies, of 
their willingness to discharge duties, I 
may also talk of the magnificent mode. 
ration and judgment which they exhibit- 
ed. Wehaveall of us heard during the 
last fow weeks of the differences which 
have existed with regard to the fisheries 
ov the coast of Canada. Mr. Chamber- 
lain when appealed to, to render his 
services tothe country en that occasion, 
cordially consented to do the best he could 
to bring about a settlement of the dif- 
ferences ; and he.affected an arrangement 
which was held to be just and fair. The 
President of the United States admitted it 
to be a just, fair, and reasonable ar- 
rangemeat. Weall know that owing to 
the exigencies which I need not now refer 
to particularly—owing to the fact that 
there ina Presidential election about to 
take place in the United States at the 
present moment, that, fair, just. and equi- 
table arrangement has not been carried 
out. It in in abeyance at the present 
time. It has been refused -ratification by 
the Senate of the United States. But 
what has been the result? The Govern- 
ment of Canada, the people of Canada, 
the Farliament of Canada, have exhibited 
moderation in the matter, and the result 
should hold them up to the admiration 
ot the world, What is the result? They 
are willing to bide their. time. They 
knew that this country would obtain from 
the United States, when they got their 
fresh President, a just, equitable, and 
fair arrangement, and nothing less than 
that will be accepted by the people of Ca- 
anda aud the people of England. We are 
too good friends—we, the masses of the 
people of Kngland, the masses of the peo- 
ple of the United States and of Canada— 
to quarrel over a question of this kind. 
There is aright and wrong, and we be- 
lieve that Mr. Chamberlain and the 
United States delegates have arrived at 
the right solution of a difficult and dange- 
rous matter, We believe the result will 
be one that will not in the slightest de- 
gree derogate either from the honor or 
the interests of these two greut peoples."' 


THE ASSEMBLY. 


Some Particulars as te the Composition of 
The New Legislative Body. 


Messrs. Cayley and Lineham, members 
of the new legislative assembly for Cal- 
gary, Mr. Justice, Rouleau, and Dr. 
Wilson and Mr. Oliver, M. L. A.s, of 
Edmonton, left by this morning's train 
fer Regina to be present at the opening 
ot the first session tomorrow. 

The Regina Journal publishes the fol- 
lowing analysis of tye personnel of 
new assembly ;--The following was 
ceived by the last-mail from one of our 
readers of « statistical turnofmind. The 
professions of the members vary some- 
what from the caleulation given by the 
Journal a few weeks ago :—The North- 
west Legislative Assembly, which mects 
on Wednesday 31st inst, consists of 22 
members. Of this number, 6 are store- 
keepers or general’ merchants, 6 are 
farmers ; there are 3 lawyers, 2 doctors, 
1 journalist, | “speculator,” 1 hotelkeep- 
er, 1 land agent, and | store manager. 
The senior legislator is 60 years old, 
Capt. James Hoey, of Kinistino, born in 
County Kilkenny, Ireland in 1828. The 
youngest member is Dr, ww ee of 
Edmonton, 29 yéars old, He w, 
in Picton, Ont., iu 185% Th as 
of all members is 38.5, Of nationalities, 
16 are Canadian (born); 2 are Scotch, 
English, | Irish and 1 (born in the) 
United States, ” of the members belong- 
ed to the late Northwest Council. To the 
reminder, 13 members viz., Messrs. Betts, 
Brett, Clinkskill, Dayideon, Hoey, Line 
ham, Mitchell, Neff, Plaxton, Keaman, 
Richardson and Tweed, routine and prac 
tice of the Northwest legigiation i is some 
new,” 


Herawv's readers kaow, Mr. Brown has 
been preininently connestec’ with pablic 
watters in Ontario, in‘ muntcinal, railway 
aad parliamentary matters for forty years 
and is consequently eminently qualified to 
speak on public questions. Mr. Brown 
eaid that the liquor business being one of 
the burning subjects in the Northwest he 
had taken every opportunity of posting 
{himself on the situation. He said he 
tound that notwitustanding all the efforts 
of the Ottawa goverament through the 
ageney of the Mounted Police to prevent 
it, liquor in large quantitice did find ite 


enteem.| way into the Territories and that those 


who had money could get their grog when- 
ever they wanted it, and that during bis 
very short stay inthe ‘Territuries he had 
sern nota few cases of drurkeness. He 
fully believed that the present aystem bad 
a most demoralizing effect on the comma- 
sity, breeding contempt for law and 
order. He believes that the present law 
when enacted was necessary and served an 
important purpose, while the railway wae 
being constructed and the Indian popu- 
lation was in the proponderence. Now 
however that the country is fast filling up 
with a population similar to that of On- 
tario, we are entitled to the same meuns 
et decidir, the liquor and other questions 
of local interest for ourselves. He added 
that whenever he could make his influence 
felt it Would be in favor of giving us 
such powers. He was of the opinion that 
a close license system with the proper ma- 
chinery for inforcing it would be much 
better in the interests of temperance and 
morality than the preseut system. The 
reporter asked Mr. Brown if it ie nota 
fact that he isthe founder of the ‘Coffee 
Taverns’’ in the city which he represents 
in parliament. 

“Lam, he replied,'’ and though not a 
teetotaler, I am a strong advocate of 
temperance and am prepared to do all in 
my power to put down drunkeness and 
promote temperance by such legitimate 
methods as I think will be productive of 
the best results in that direction."
